A smo o th, middle aged man, neatly 
attired in a tailo r-made business suit, 
swindled fo ur o f the leading retail

The stranger, who represented him­ 
self to be Charles E. Whitney, wo rk­ 
ed the bo gus check game upo n the

Laughlin Bro s., Peter Ho ffman and 
Lo dge, Staley & Co ., and as a result 
the swindler left the city with so me­ 
thing like $140 o f easy mo ney, co n­ 
tributed by the fo rego ing named mer­ 
chants.

There is an­ 
other institution for the same pu’*pose 
at Hartford, called the School of Re 
ligious Pedagogy, which was organiz­ 
ed in 1902, in affiliation with the H art 
ford Theological Seminary, and this 
year has fifty-four students, of whom 
thirty-two are women. 
It is conduct­ 
ed like any other normal school, with 


regular classes and courses of study, 
and has authority to confer b achelor*, 
masters* and doctors* degrees in re­ 


ligious 
pedagogy. 
Edw’ard 
Hooker 
Knight, dean of the Hartford school, 


said the other day that a considerab le 
numb er of city churches already pay 
salaries to their Sunday school super­ 
intendents, and that they are b egin­ 
ning to pay teachers also.

Japan Will Most Likely Soon 
Again Own It. 


ELMER RICHARDSON'S VIEW 


Sakha! n. Where Russia Sends Those 


Who Are Convicted of the 


Crime of Murder. 


All o i the vario us estimates as to 
tbe basis upo n which Japan and Rus­ 
sia will eventually make peace seem 
to agree in o ne particular—that the 
island o f Sakhalin will o nce mo re be­ 
co me . the pro perty o f the Japanese 
empire, writes Elmer Richard so n. Re­ 
cently there have co me repo rts fro m 
the east that Japan is even no w d e­ 
bating the ad visability o f o ccupy ing 
the island witho ut further prelimin­ 
ary . 
Sakhalin bears a mo st unsavo ry 
reputatio n. 
Mo re 
than half o f its 
present po pulatio n co nsists o f mur­ 
d erers. 
Since Russian law d o es no t 
impo se the d eath penalty fo r simple, 
unco mplicated murd er and since po ­ 
litical crimes are ex piated ex clusively 
In Siberia, Sakhalin has been allo tted 
to the wretches who have taken the 
lives o f their 
fello ws. 
Fo r many 
y ears practically all o f the Russians 
co nvicted o f murd er have been trans­ 
po rted to this d istant Pacific island . 
Fo r y ears also the reo ccupy ing o f 
Sakhalin has been o ne o f the mo st 
cherished d reams 
o f 
the Japanese 
statesman. Early In the last century 
the Japanese raised their flag in the 
island , but fifty y ears later, victim­ 
ized by l^Iusco vite 
d iplo macy , they 
ex changed it with 
Russia 
fo r the 
K urile gro up. 
The ad vantage o f the 
situatio n as a penal statio n pro mptly 
caught the ey e o f the Russian ad ­ 
ministratio n. 
Priso ners co nvicted o f 
murd er might be turned lo o se upo n 
i t and left practically to their o wn 
reso urces, since escape wo uld be im­ 
po ssible. 
Best

all, it co ntains 
mines, and co nvict labo r might make

It is o nly separated fro m the 
no rthern 
island 
o f 
the Japanese 
gro up by the narro w Péro u se strait. 
It wo uld be o f actual service to J a ­ 
pan o n acco unt o f its mines and also 
because it wo uld 
affo rd 
a greatly 
need ed co lo nial statio n fo r her teem ­ 
ing po pulatio n. 
This d reary 
but 
greatly 
co veted 
island is 500 miles in length and 100 
miles bro ad in its wid est part. 
It is 
so irregular in its o utline that at o ne 
po int it is o nly seventeen miles in 
wid th. 
The d ifficult and almo st iin- 
navigable strait separating it fro m 
Japan is o nly abo ut the same wid th 
as the English channel between Do ver 
and Calais. It is still co vered fo r the 
mo st part with primeval fo rests so 
d ense that they have never been ex ­ 
plo red . 
The rivers are the chief na­ 
tive highway s, and thjg a r e navigat­ 
ed by native d ugo uts | h summer and 
cro ssed in d o g and i^ ^ d eer sled ges 
in w inter. At the appro ach o f winter 
the narro w Tartary strait, which d i­ 
vid es Sakhalin and the Siberian main­ 
land , is fro zen o ver, and , so far as 
co mmunicatio n by w ater is co ncerned , 
the island Is cut o ff fro m the wo rld . 
The malls are taken o ver fro m Nico l- 
aievsk, o n the mainland , by sled ges 
d rawn by lo ng teams o f arctic d o gs. 
Acco rd ing to 
the 
latest repo rts, 
there are, in ad d itio n to the Russians, 
five d istinct races to be fo und o n the 
island . 
This 
d ivisio n 
includ es the 
Oro cho ns, Ainus, Gily aks, Tungus and 
Yakuts. It has been a d isputed po int 
as to w'hich o ne o f these peo ples was 
the native race. 
The Tungus have 
arrived since the Russians to o k po s­ 
sessio n. The Gily ak hunters pro bably 
cro ssed o ver fro m the mainland and 
left a co lo ny . 
The trad itio ns o f the 
Oro cho ns d eclare that they fo und the 
Ainus established o n the island o n 
their o wn arrival. It is believed that 
the Ainus were o riginally fugitives 
fro m Japan. 
The Island is very sparsely inhabit­ 
ed . 
One may travel fo r d ay s with­ 
o ut co ming acro ss a human d w'elling. 
There are alto gether o nly abo ut 5,000 
natives, o f who m the greater part are 
Gily aks. There are 1,300 Ainus. abo ut 
7 30 Oro cho ns and perhaps 200 Tungus. 
The co nvict po pulatio n may be esti­ 
mated at abo ut 25 ,000. 
These d e­ 
po rted Russians are d ivid ed into sev­ 
eral classes and are und er the co ntro l 
o f o fficials appo inted by the go vern­ 
ment. 
There is a go vernpr o f the 
entire island , who is a military man 
and is quite likely to be so me o ne 
w'ho se presence in Russia is no t es­ 
pecially d esired . 
The Russian o ccupatio n is practi­ 
cally co nfined to a rad ius o f a few’ 
miles aro und Alex and ro vsk, a penal 
settlement o n the west co ast, and to 
ano ther still mo re limited area abo ut 
Ko rsako vsk, a co nvict co lo ny in the 
so uth o f the

are kept the mo st d esperate o f the 
priso ners, usually new’ arrivals who 
have no t y et resigned themselves to 
the inevitable. 
Of co urse men pred o minate o n the 
island , the 
pro po rtio n 
being abo ut 
4 ,000 wo men to o ver 20,000 men. Since 
the Russian go vernment permits co n­ 
victs who have pro ved tractable fo r 
a certain specified 
time to beco me 
co lo nists in reality and to till land 
and build d w'ellings fo r themselves, 
the wo men co nvicts are in great d e­ 
mand as helpmeets. 
It d o es no t in 
this unique so ciety d etract fro m a 
wo man’s 
po pularity 
because she is 
the co nvicted murd eress o f a husband 
o r lo ver. So great is the d emand fo r 
these ensanguined brid es o n the part 
o f the co nvicts 
w’lio 
have beco me 
peasants with land tenures o r arti­ 
sans in the to wns that lo ng befo re a 
co nvict ship 
arrives 
fro m Od essa 
hund red s o f applicatio ns have been 
filed with the military go verno r at 
Alex and ro vsk. 
Much co mment 
has 
been mad e 
fro m time to time in vario us quarters 
o f the wo rld d eplo ring the go vern­ 
ment's sanctio n o f these co nvict mar­ 
riages o n the gro und that a generatio n 
o f d egenerates w'o uld 
be inevitable. 
These fears, ho wever, have no t been 
realized . There are less than a tho us­ 
and child ren in Sakhalin who have 
co nvict parents, and they have twen­ 
ty -eight scho o ls. It has no t been o b­ 
served that the tend ency to beco me 
criminals is at all marked In these 
pupils. 
So me time ago ,

after the 
breaking o ut o f t\ie war, there came 
! fro m Sakhalin the new’s that a revo lt 
j amo ng the priso ners had bro ken o ut 
and that they were anticipating the 
pro spect o f an early release. 
As it 
, happened , ho w’ever, the Japanese had 
much mo re impo rtant w’o rk to d o . The 
garriso n o n the island is no t stro ng 
eno ugh to interpo se a serio us d efense, 
and an attack wo uld certainly be co m­ 
plicated by an uprising o f the co n­ 
victs. 
It is reaso nable 
to 
suppo se 
that Japan is no t in a hurry to assme 
charge o f so many perso ns w’lth be­ 
smirched reputatio ns, and it is equally 
pro bable that Russia wo uld no t re­ 
gret the lo ss o f them. 
It is certain, 
ho w’ever, that Russia w'ill no t co nsent 
to give up Sakhalin w’ith a tremen­ 
d o us effo rt to avo id d o ing so . 
If she 
sho uld retain her sub arctic seapo rts 
the co nstant presence o f a Japanese 
! garriso n so clo se by w'o uld be a so urce
